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Public shaming 
scheme for litter 
louts mooted 


BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council is con¬ 
sidering publishing photos 
of people who drop litter 
if they fail to provide their 
correct name and address 
to enforcement officers. 

Head of operations for com¬ 
munity services Zak Shell told 
councillors at a recent scrutiny 
committee meeting the option 
was available to the council. 
“Enforcement officers wear body 
cams and the image could be 
published. 

“Rhondda Cynon Taf Council 
publishes photos of people 
who have committed offences 
asking ‘Who is this person?’. 


If somebody walks away and 
refuses to give their name and 
address we could do the same 
thing. 

“Currently we are not at that 
stage and it is something that 
would require more considera¬ 
tion as there are other options 
out there.” 

Sian Hooper, BCBC’s cleaner 
streets and waste contract 
manager, told councillors that 
enforcement officers were “very 
adept” at getting names and 
addresses of people who were 
caught dropping litter, adding it 
was an offence not to provide it 
to them when asked. 

“Enforcement officers have 
called in police officers to be 


with them in certain situations 
to enforce that they have a right 
to know someone’s name and 
address.” 

In April, the local authority 
appointed the private company 
3GS to patrol litter hotspots and 
issue fines where necessary. 
From May to September, they 
issued almost 400 fines, worth 
£25,000. 

The vast majority were to peo¬ 
ple dropping cigarettes. 

The council said officers were 
building up a library of hotspots 
to target in the county with one 
having recently been the Elvis 
Festival in Porthcawl.

I tried to imagine how my 90-year-old mother 
would manage this, not being internet literate, and 
wondered what provision the council had in place to 
accommodate a large number of the Vale’s residents 
who it seems are in danger of becoming invisible 
because of their lack of online presence. 

The endless back slapping and self congratulatory 
reports from the council are beginning to wear a bit 
thin, and I’m certain it would be really revealing to 
conduct a resident satisfaction survey to see just how 
the council is performing in the ‘real world’, not just 
about meeting government targets.

Since the end of August, 3GS has also been 
enforcing against dog fouling, fining dog walkers if 
they fail to pick up their dog’s mess, are unable to 
show that they have dog poo bags with them or fail 
to put their dog on a lead when requested to do so 
by an enforcement officer. 

The company replaced two officers undertaking 
the enforcement in September leading to a ‘short 
suspension’ in patrols as new officers were trained. 

Mr Shell said there was an expectation around 
1,800 fines would be issued in a 12-month period. 
“We have a presence and a deterrent now that we 
simply didn’t have before with enforcement officers 


walking around the county.” 

The contract with 3GS is based on a ‘cost neutral’ 
format, where the council 

doesn’t pay 3GS but the company recovers its 
operating costs from the revenue generated through 
issuing fines and the payments received. 

People can be fined £100 for dog fouling offences 
or for dropping litter and are given 28 days to pay 
the fine; if no payment is made, they are issued with 
a reminder letter. After that period, 3GS prepares 
a case file which is then submitted to the council’s 
legal department. The latest figures show four 
people are currently being prosecuted for not paying 
their fines, with 70 cases pending prosecution.

General Election 
hopefuls are announced 


THE deadline for candidates to put 
themselves forward for the General 
Election has now passed, and both the 
Bridgend and the Ogmore constituencies 
will have a traditional look, with six 
parties standing. 

Unlike in the neighbouring Vale of Glamorgan 
where the ‘Unite to Remain’ grouping has seen 
both Plaid Cymru and the Lib-Dems stand down 
in favour of a Green Party candidate, Bridgend 
and Ogmore look much the same as in previous 
elections. 

The closer contest is likely to be in Bridgend. In 
the 2015 election, Labour’s Madeleine Moon had a 
majority of 1,927 over the Conservatives, but this 
was an election when UKIP polled well, receiving, 
5,911 votes. 

However, two years later in 2017, Mrs 
Moon increased her majority to 4,700 over the 
Conservatives. This coincided with the collapse of 
the UKIP vote, the party polling just 781. 

The Ogmore constituency has never been a close 
call and in 2017, Labour’s Chris Elmore polled 


23,225 against the Conservative challenger, Jamie 
Wallis’ 9,354. That majority of 13,871 gives Mr 
Elmore’s challengers quite a mountain to climb.

A COUNCILLOR has 
called for residential park¬ 
ing schemes to be intro¬ 
duced in Bridgend as a 
means of raising money for 
the local authority. 

Cllr Nicole Burnett said the 
council was missing out on 
income-generating opportunities. 

Speaking at a recent meeting 
discussing budget cuts, she said: 
“I am concerned by the way we 
are not spending money to save 
money. I feel restrictions in some 
areas are impacting on income 
generation. 

“I really feel by pushing for¬ 
ward with residential parking 
schemes it would inject an awful 
lot of income into the parking 
department. 


“It will alleviate problems in 
my ward but it would also bring 
in income, through enforcement 
notices and putting people into car 
parks in the town centre.” 

The Morfa ward councillor said 
more also needed to be done to 
ensure parking machines were 
working. 

During the scrutiny committee 
meeting which took place on 
November 7, council officers said 
parking services was projected to 
make an underspend of £200k, 
primarily due to an increase in 
income from the new temporary 
car park at Salt Lake in Porthcawl. 

Chief executive Mark Shephard 
said: “This car park hasn’t existed 
before - potentially if it was going 
to continue we could seek to 


invest some of the funds in things 
like residential parking schemes. 
However, the car park won’t be 
there forever and we can’t just 
look at parking in isolation.” 

Committee chairman Cheryl 
Green said recently an issue with 
ticket machines in the Rhiw car 
park meant only one was work¬ 
ing, leaving people who had only 
popped into town for 15 minutes 
having to queue for half an hour to 
pay when they returned. Council 
leader Huw David said the local 
authority would look into the 
possibility of residential parking 
schemes and would also review to 
what extent ticket machines were 
breaking down.

Supermarket rises from 
the ashes just months 
after devastating fire 


A BRIDGEND business has bounced 
back from a devastating fire that forced 
its closure earlier this year. 

The dramatic blaze ripped through Filco super¬ 
market’s premises on Elm Crescent, Bryntirion, at 
the end of April 2019. 

But the business has moved swiftly, and is set to 
open a new look store in the same premises - just 
seven months after the incident. 

All 20 existing full- and part-time staff have 
been retained, and will transfer to the new store 
when it reopens, including Andrew Coupland and 
his wife, Kay Coupland who have worked in the 
store for more than 30 years each - and Stephen 
Ore, who has worked at the Bryntirion store for 
more than 40 years. 

The opening of the new store is scheduled to 
take place at 11am today (November 21). 

The new store will offer delivery direct to 
doorsteps anywhere in the local area through the 
Snappy Shopper app; free water refills, dispensed 
pasteurised milk direct from Ty Tanglwyst Farm, 
as well as an in-store butchery and deli, which will 
be stocked from local suppliers. 

To mark the launch of the new store, Filco is 
donating £10,000 to local schools, charities and 
good causes through Nisa’s Make a Difference 


Locally (MADL) initiative. 

Filco is a member of Nisa shops, which gath¬ 
ers funding for local charities by selling MADL 
associated products, which includes all Co-op own 
brand label and selected promotional lines. 

Director Simon Hunt said: “As a business firmly 
embedded in the Bryntirion community, we feel 
and share the pain of the devastating fire which 
affected the area. 

“We have built up a very loyal customer base 
over 50 years at Bryntirion, so we’re thrilled to be 
back and fresher than ever. 

“Our focus has been to get the new store up 
and running as quickly as possible, ensuring we 
continue to service and meet the needs of our 
customers. 

“To reward them for their patience during the 
disruption, we are offering 250 customers a free 
goodie bag on opening day.” 

He added: “We would also like to recognise the 
professionalism and bravery shown by emergency 
services, so we’re making a £500 donation to The 
Fire Fighters charity as a thank you.” 

Steve Richards, station commander of Bridgend 
fire station will be on hand to help open the doors 
and collect the cheque for the charity. 

Filco Bryntirion will be open Monday to 
Saturday 7am to 8pm, and Sunday 10am to 4pm.

Disabled residents face 
lengthy delays for essential 
home adaptation work 


DISABLED children in 
Bridgend are having to 
wait an average of around 
18 months to receive 
adaptations in their homes 
which would enable them 
to continue living with their 
families, new figures show. 

Disabled Facilities Grants 
(DFGs) are paid by the local 
authority and can help towards the 
cost of adapting homes, helping 
disabled children and adults to get 
in, around and out of their homes; 
installing a stairlift to improve 
access to a room, providing a 
level-access shower, or helping to 
make cooking easier by providing 
low level units. 

But in Bridgend residents have a 
long wait to receive the necessary 
adaptations - on average it takes 
around 244 days, or eight months, 
to deliver an adult DFG and 500 
days to deliver a children’s DFG. 
A year ago the average was almost 
two years for children’s grants to 
be signed off and work completed. 

At a BCBC audit committee, 
chairman Lyn Walters raised 
concerns that due to the length of 
time taken, pressure on families 
looking after a severely disabled 
child with complex needs could 
see them split up due to the stress. 
Council officers said children’s 
cases tended to be more complex, 
often involving bedroom and wet 
room extensions which required 
detailed design and planning. 


The local authority is ranked 
20th out of 22 local authorities 
in Wales for the time it takes to 
deliver a grant. 

On average it takes 270 days 
- this compares to the Wales aver¬ 
age of 207 days. 

Out-of-date practices were 
flagged up in a recent service 
review, highlighting the number 
of times work was passed to other 
people during the DFG process - 
which range between four and 38 
times in some cases. Councillors 
asked officers why the local 
authority was still 20th, despite a 
series of recommendations made 
by the Wales Audit Office over a 
year ago to improve services. 

Head of performance and part¬ 
nership services, Martin Morgans, 
said delays in improvement 
were down to the service being 
remodelled. 

“We had a staff restructure in 
housing that wasn’t complete until 
the end of 2018 and we wanted to 
remodel. We can’t make decisions 
on where we want to go unless we 
know where to go. 

“We’ve done a considerable 
amount of research on DFGs in 
Cardiff and Neath Port Talbot, 
looking at best practice, and 
having an independent consult¬ 
ant look at the challenges we 
are facing. We now know what 
model to deliver but it’s been 
a huge amount of work placing 
the recommendations into a new 
working model. It’s a challenge, 


we shouldn’t be 20th, it hurts me 
to say that. 

“Our objective is to definitely 
improve on that - I expect not to 
be 20th in the next 12 months.” 

He admitted the number of 
times work was passed to other 
people during the process was 
“quite shocking”, saying the new 
model would cut down on “a lot of 
bureaucracy” and create a single 
point of interaction, reducing the 
number of hand offs and making 
it more transparent to residents. 
He added that other changes had 
been made to the process to ensure 
residents were given the right 
information at the earliest stage 
possible to ensure expectations 
were not being set “beyond what 
we can deliver”. 

Cardiff Council ranks sixth in 
Wales, taking an average of 188 
days to deliver DFGs with Conwy 
first and Flintshire last, taking an 
average of 126 days and 298 days 
respectively. 

The maximum amount that can 
be awarded for a DFG is £36,000. 
Mr Morgans said the council was 
also taking a “far more pragmatic 
approach” to minor works, saying: 
“The quicker we put in ramps 
and handrails the more we can 
mitigate falls.” 

Minor works currently take on 
average around nine days to be 
completed. Officers said a report 
on the new model would go before 
cabinet in the near future.

BCBC cabinet says that sports 
fees price rises must go ahead 


THE cabinet of Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has backed its decision to 
hike outdoor sports facilities in the county 
by up to 500 per cent after being forced 
to reconsider the move when opposition 
councillors said more details were needed. 

In a special cabinet meeting on Wednesday, 
November 13, councillors said however, that it was 
not their intention that any club should pay the huge 
rise in fees for pitches and pavilions, saying rather 
that it wanted them to take on community asset 
transfers (CATs)for the facilities. 

There are 293 sports teams in the county, associ¬ 
ated with 60 football, rugby, cricket and bows clubs. 

The council’s community asset transfer (CAT) 
officer Guy Smith said while just one sports asset 
had been transferred to a club so far - Bryncethin 
RFC - eight assets were close to being signed over, 
with another 18 underway. 

He said there had also been a further 20 informal 
expressions of interest, leaving just one asset - the 
facilities used by Blaengarw Cricket Club - that the 
council had not had any asset transfer discussions 
over. 

Plaid group leader Tim Thomas, who called the 
decision in for further scrutiny, said there had been 
concerns over the complex and time-consuming 
CAT process, the lack of clarity over exactly how 
the proposed new charges had been arrived at and 
the lack of detail over a new fund being set up to 
help support children in sport. 

He told cabinet members during the meeting that 
everything had to be done to ensure clubs did not 
have to pay the proposed charges, adding: “It’s quite 
clear they will be the death of many clubs.” 

Cabinet members questioned whether councillors 
on the scrutiny committee were aware of the new 
“streamlined” CAT process, which, in the last few 
months, has become “much more flexible”. 

Head of operations Zak Shell said the council 
could look into getting more precise figures on 
exactly how much each club currently pays and 
would be expected to pay when the new policy 


comes into force in September 2020. 

He said the council’s published guideline figures 
were there to illustrate how much clubs could 
have to pay but costs would vary depending on the 
facilities and their usage. 

Explaining the new fund, chief executive Mark 
Shephard said it would be an annual fund of around 
£75,000 and a full report providing more detail 
would soon be prepared to go before a future cabinet 
meeting. 

He said: “We see it as a fund to help mini, 
junior and youth teams, recognising some clubs may 
require additional support. 

“It is regarded as a transitional fund - and could 
be used for kit or travel, for example.” 

He said other groups could also be supported. 

Mr Shell said the council’s approach was based 
on having to save £438,000 from its budget for 
outdoor sports facilities. 

Council leader Huw David said there had been 
no alternative proposal suggested to find the cuts 
elsewhere, adding the local authority was faced with 
making a further £3 5m cuts in the next four years, 
leading to hundreds of job losses. 

Meanwhile, the cabinet member for education 
and regeneration Charles Smith pointed out the 
council’s proven track record in asset transfers, 
saying he hoped clubs would see it as an opportunity 
rather than a threat. 

He acknowledged the asset transfer process could 
be frightening and complex but the council could 
help organisations through it. 

Cabinet member for communities Richard Young 
said asset transfers would give clubs greater auton¬ 
omy and freedom. 

He said: “I’m committed to make sure that clubs 
don’t pay any of these charges. 

“I’m encouraged by the fact the majority of assets 
are under discussion.” 

Mr Shell said that ultimately the council was not 
looking to implement the charges but were looking 
to implement a stimulus to ensure CAT transfers 
actually happened. 

Councillors said the fees hike would only affect 


those clubs who are not engaged with the asset 
transfer process. 

Newbridge Fields is to have a separate strategy 
due to the number of clubs which use its facilities. 

Mr Smith said they could be transferred to a town 
and community council or a sports association, 
with other places like Maesteg Welfare Park being 
considered for a similar approach. 

He said he was keen to talk to more town and 
community councils to see if they would be willing 
to take on facilities. 

Mr Shephard spoke of a £lm fund to support 
CAT transfers in the county, adding it would be 
replenished once gone. 

He said: “This is about a long-term sustainable 
solution - it’s in no-one’s interest that it fails.” 

Speaking after the meeting, Richard Edwards 
from Bridgend Town Juniors criticised the commu¬ 
nication from the council, saying it had been terrible 
and the local authority should have worked out 
exact figures for each club first before publishing the 
proposed figures. 

He said: “If you spoke to anyone in any organi¬ 
sation and tell them that it costs £300 per game to 
provide the pitch and the pavilion, they would fall 
over laughing. 

“The council is saying they’ve subsidised the 
cost of running facilities by up to 80 per cent but 
they haven’t - they haven’t been subsidising them 
because they haven’t maintained facilities for 30 
years. 

“I’m 50 and have been playing in Bridgend 
since I was 20, and there has been no investment in 
facilities over that time. 

“I can’t think of one facility that clubs use that 
would pass health and safety, how can they quote 
£300 a game - it’s nonsense. 

“The good news for us is that fees are going 
to be frozen until they work out what to do with 
Newbridge Fields.”

‘Dam’ good talk for history group 


BRIDGEND and 
District Local History 
Society were treated 
to a talk from Rob 
and Ann Taylor 
about how the famous 
Dambusters’ raids on 
the Mohne, Eder and 
Sorpe dams had con¬ 
nections to Wales. 

Of the 133 crew who 
took part in the raid, 23 
were either from Wales 
or were trained in Wales. 

Stormy Down was a 
gunnery school where 


men were trained to 
operate the powered gun 
turrets on the bombers 
which were used in the 
raid, and St Athan was a 
training station for aero¬ 
nautical engineers. 

Other Welsh connec¬ 
tions included Tondu 
House near Bridgend 
where the Torpex explo¬ 
sive was developed 
which was used in the 
bouncing bombs; and 
Howarden in Flintshire 
was used to modify 


the Lancasters to carry 
the bouncing bomb. 
Quarter scale dams 
were constructed on the 
Nant y Gro Dam in the 
Elan Valley to test and 
develop the bouncing 
bomb to maximise its 
effect. 

Wales played an 
important part helping to 
prepare for and carry out 
this vital raid to help win 
the war. Tragically, 53 
aircrew were killed and 
three were captured.

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Nearly 900 attacks on 
blue-light workers since stricter 
law came into force 


HUNDREDS of emergency service 
workers were attacked in south 
Wales since a new law, aimed at 
handing out stricter sentences to 
people who assault blue-light staff, 
came into force. 

Some 868 assaults were reported in the 
12 months after the law came into effect on 
November 18 last year with charges being 
brought in about 62 per cent of cases. 

South Wales Police’s Chief Constable, 
Matt Jukes said the number of assaults on 
emergency personnel who are just doing 
their job is still unacceptably high. 

The act makes attacks on police officers, 


paramedics, firefighters and prison officers 
an aggravating feature in sentencing, and 
introduced a new offence of minor assaults 
against emergency workers. 

Chief Constable Jukes said: “I am con¬ 
stantly in awe of the dedication, determi¬ 
nation and courage shown by our officers 
and staff who put themselves in harm’s 
way to tackle violent offenders on behalf of 
others, some of whom are among the most 
vulnerable in our society. 

“But there is never any justification for 
attacking those who are doing an extraordi¬ 
nary job in keeping south Wales safe. 

“Nobody comes to work in order to 
be punched, kicked, spat at, bitten or 


threatened, and yet in too many cases this 
is exactly what happens.” 

He added: “Our officers and staff go 
about their job in an exceptional way, but 
they are still people like you and I - not 
punchbags. 

“Other emergency personnel, similarly, 
are committed public servants, and any¬ 
one who thinks they have free rein to 
attack them should expect to be dealt with 
severely by the criminal justice system. 

“The courts now have more power to 
deal with offenders, but the fact that almost 
870 assaults on emergency workers were 
reported in the last 12 months show there 
is still some way to go.”

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Cash-strapped pensioners’ 
parliament protest 



WOMEN from all across the UK- 
including South Wales - descended 
on Westminster earlier this month 
to protest against changes to their 
pensions. 

A group of MPs joined forces with cam¬ 
paigners for the demonstration which was 
organised after the government equalised 
the state pension age for men and women. 

Some of the women claim the move 
has left them facing financial hardship 
as changes were made with little or no 
warning - meaning they didn’t have time to 
adjust their retirement plans. 

Barry resident Kay Clark, who launched 
the 1950s Women of Wales and Beyond 
group, was one of the many women at the 


protest on November 5. 

She told the GEM: “We had a very suc¬ 
cessful journey to Westminster and were 
joined by women from 92 different towns 
all over the country. 

“Women travelled from as far as Scotland 
and Cornwall to protest yet again about the 
lack of notice of a huge six year increase to 
women’s state pension age. 

“A new proposal was handed to those 
MPs present for them to think about during 
the break and we hope to resume our cam¬ 
paign with renewed vigour once Parliament 
resumes in December.” 

The protestors stopped traffic outside 
Parliament during their demonstration and 
burned an effigy of Guy Fawkes on the 


nearby green. 

Ms Kay added: “Most poignant of all 
was the moment we all lined up together 
in solidarity as we honoured a staggering 
82,500 of our dearly departed sisters who 
have passed away since turning 60 without 
the pension they had been given to believe 
would be theirs during the whole of their 
working lives. 

“We left green, white and purple ribbons 
with their names written on them tied to the 
railings surrounding Westminster. 

“I was asked later how many came to 
London on the day. Thousands? Hundreds? 
I answered millions because I am certain 
they were all with us in spirit along with 
many more.” 


Shocking hike in 
livestock slaughters 
due to TB cases 


WELSH 
Conservatives 
say that damn¬ 
ing figures show 
that the Labour 
Government’s 
bovine TB policy 
isn’t working. 

A record 12,799 cattle 
- a 28% jump - were 
slaughtered in Wales 
because of bovine TB 
in the year to August, 
figures from DEFRA 
released last week state, 
with one region showing 
a disturbing 190% leap 
for animals slaughtered 
in the same period. 

Comparable figures 
for livestock slaughtered 
in England show a 1% 
drop. 

In the same period, 
there was a 7% increase 
in the number of herds 
in Wales not officially 
classified as bovine TB 
free due to a bovine TB 
incident. 

Comparably, England 
saw a 6% decrease in 
herds classified as not 
officially bovine TB free. 

Commenting on 
the figures, Shadow 
Environment and Rural 
Affairs Minister Andrew 
RT Davies AM said: 
“These figures will make 


for worrying reading for 
farmers across Wales, 
many of whom have 
been - and continue to 
be - severely affected by 
Bovine TB. The Welsh 
Government has been 
painfully slow to act and 
this has left many rural 
businesses across the 
country in limbo. 

“Labour’s current 
approach is expensive, 
erratic and fails to give 
farmers confidence that 
this disease will be erad¬ 
icated in Wales. Quite 
rightly, there is a great 
deal of anger and frus¬ 
tration within the rural 
community with farmers 
now at their wits’ end. 
They are doing all that 
they can by following 
stringent cattle move¬ 
ment and testing con¬ 
trols, but it’s time the 
Cabinet Minister and her 
government stepped up 
to the plate. 

“Sadly, the action and 
measures the govern¬ 
ment have implemented 
to date are failing the 
farming community and 
a lasting solution is now 
long overdue.” 

Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Paul 
Davies AM who 
represents Preseli 
Pembrokeshire, added: 


“This terrible disease has 
an enormous impact on 
our rural communities, 
especially our farmers 
who are suffering with 
their mental health due to 
the emotional strain and 
the potential loss of their 
livelihood. 

“The Farmers’ Union 
of Wales has also called 
on your Government 
to step up its efforts to 
tackle this crisis and 
argue that cattle controls 
alone are not sufficient. 
NFU Cymru has urged 
your Government to 
look towards our neigh¬ 
bours and to learn the 
lessons of the eradication 
strategy there, where 
the strategy focuses on 
a partnership approach 
to tackle the disease in 
cattle and wildlife. 

“Yet while farmers are 
guardians of the land, 
they are also business 
people. Their farms are 
their livelihoods, and 
bovine TB affects them, 
their livestock, their lives 
and health immeasura¬ 
bly. I - and my Welsh 
Conservative colleagues 
in the Assembly - will 
continue to press this 
Government to step up 
its efforts to deal with 
bovine TB, and get 
behind our farmers.”

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Archaeologists unearth ‘shipwreck’ skeletons 

during Vale dig 



SKELETAL remains of at least 
six individuals from the distant 
past have been saved from coastal 
erosion after a team of experts 
spent eight days excavating the 
Vale of Glamorgan Heritage 
Coastline. 

Archaeologists from Glamorgan- 
Gwent Archaeological Trust (GGAT) and 
Cardiff University teamed up with Natural 
Resources Wales to excavate the remains 
eroding from the cliff edge at Cwm Nash. 

Initial findings suggest the group may 
have been victims of shipwreck. 

Leader of the excavation for GGAT, 
Paul Huckfield, said: “This is the largest 
rescue excavation undertaken in this area 
and demanded the collaboration of a team 
of experts to save these remains and to tell 
the stories of the individuals involved.” 

Professor of Bioarchaeology Jacqui 
Mulville, who led the Cardiff University 


team, added: “Many of the skeletons have 
lost bones to the sea, but early analysis of 
the burial positions of the individuals has 
been revealing. 

“There is a single younger individual, 
buried away from the rest, with others 
buried side-by-side or even together in a 
single grave. 

“Our latest thinking is that these are 
Tudor or Stuart men who may have been 
the victims of shipwreck. We aim to tell 
more of their stories and return their identi¬ 
ties to them through ongoing post-excava¬ 
tion analysis.” 

Investigations of two further graves 
yielded no remains, with coastal erosion 
the victor. 

Previous radiocarbon dating of indi¬ 
viduals recovered from the Cwm Nash 
cemetery has placed those found as late 
16th or early 17th century, living in the 
early modem period of the Tudors and 
the Stuarts. The earliest burial licence 


for the parish of Monknash, in which the 
discoveries lay, was granted in 1609. 

The intricate excavations were con¬ 
ducted over three days in July and five days 
in September in changeable conditions 
along the edge of the eroding cliff. 

Professor Mulville led the nine-strong 
team of Cardiff archaeologists: Adelle 
Bricking, Ciara Butler, Katie Faillace, Eirini 
Konstantinidi, Michael Legge, Hanna- 
Marie Pageau and Tiffany Treadway (all 
PhD students) and MSc Archaeological 
Science student Lois Turnbull, alongside 
local landowner and archaeologist Dr 
Richard Hubbard. 

Bioarchaeologists at the University will 
be carrying out detailed analysis of the 
human remains into 2020. 

Preliminary results focused on the first 
excavated individual were revealed in the 
eighth series of BBC Four’s Digging for 
Britain, which aired on November 20.

‘If it ain’t broke, don’t 
fix it,’ says AM about 
proposed curriculum 
changes 


WELSH Conservative Shadow Education 
Minister Suzy Davies has suggested that 
if the qualifications system in Wales does 
not need changing, then it should be left 
as it is. 

The comments come as the independent regulator 
Qualifications Wales has launched a major consulta¬ 
tion to find out people’s views on the qualifications 
that will be needed for Welsh Government’s pro¬ 
posed new curriculum. 

Mrs Davies said: “GCSEs are recognised across 
the world and parents, teachers, employers and, 
importantly, young people themselves all under¬ 
stand what GCSEs are and have confidence in the 
qualifications.” 

Qualifications Wales has itself urged that GCSEs 
not to be ditched as they are “...valued and widely 
recognised”. 

However, the Future Generations Commissioner 
has called for the qualifications for 16 and 17 year 
olds to be scrapped in a move to other forms of 
assessment. 


Mrs Davies added: “What is most important is 
the content and quality of exams that young people 
are taking. 

“GCSEs have stood the test of time up until now 
and they can be used for a wide variety of subject 
and types of assessment. 

“This is crucial as it means young people in Wales 
will be able to see how they compare to their peers 
and those young people across the border in England 
as well as around the world. 

“The phrase ‘if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it’ springs 
to mind.” 

Mrs Davies has urged as many people as possible 
to have their say during the 12-week consultation 
period called ‘Qualified for the Future.’ 

The Shadow Education Minister added: “It is 
important that Qualifications Wales get views and 
opinions from as many people as possible so that 
they can make the best decision on what qualifica¬ 
tions look like for the future.

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Historic chapel 
up for sale 


THE iconic chapel opposite 
the library on King Square in 
Barry has been put up for sale. 

Like many other churches in Barry, 
the congregation has dwindled and 
has found it difficult to look after the 
building. Tabemacl is the last Welsh 
language chapel in Barry. 

The church will look back with 
pride at the chapel’s contribution to the 
life of the town, as well as the spiritual 
life of the church. In 1976 Morning 
Worship on ITV was broadcast live 
throughout the UK from Tabemacl, 
and it has featured on the BBC and 
S4C. 

Over the years it has hosted 
many musical events, particularly at 
Christmas time, and in 2011-2012, the 
National Eisteddfod Choir held all its 
weekly rehearsals there. 

The church was first established 
on this site in a tin shed on April 20, 
1890 by 40 people who came to live in 
Barry and were previously members at 
Bethel, Penarth. 

The churches at Tabemacl and 
Bethel Penarth have come together 


again in recent times for the ministry 
of the Reverend Kevin Davies. 

The original building cost £285! £85 
was collected on the day the church 
was established. The present building 
was erected in 1894 and the gallery 
was built in 1914 to cope with the 
increased membership. 

In 1924 the pipe organ was built 
and installed and the musical repu¬ 
tation of the church was established. 
Descendants of some of those early 
pioneers were worshipping in the 
chapel a hundred years later. 

In 1899, Rev Ben Evans became the 
minister of Tabemacl and during his 
time, church membership grew to over 
400. He played a large part in the civic 
life of Barry and was a strong advocate 
of temperance. 

His son, Dan Evans, established 
a store in the town and played an 
active role in the cultural and political 
life of Barry. Ben Evans’ grandson, 
Gwynfor Evans, became the first Plaid 
Cymru Member of Parliament and his 
great grandchildren are members of the 
church today.

Don’t forget 
roses in autumn 
tidy-up 


AS you cut back 
the last of your 
summer-flowering 
perennials, you may 
want to prune some 
of your roses too. 

You may have done 
the last weeding of the 
year and neatened the 
edges on your borders 
- but what about your 
roses? 

While many gardeners 
traditionally prune their 
roses in late winter or 
early spring, it is pos¬ 
sible to tidy them up in 
autumn, especially if you 
want a neat framework in 
place for next year. 

Established climbing 
roses will benefit from 
pruning from autumn to 
early spring. Cut back 
old unwanted stems 
to 30cm (12in) above 
ground level, thinning 
out crossed stems and 
congested growth before 
tying in the new season’s 
stems. Remember that 
when you are making a 
cut above a bud, that bud 
will grow in the direction 
in which it is pointing. 
When training the new 
stems on to horizontal 
wire, create an evenly 
spaced fan of around 
half a dozen stems from 
which the new flower¬ 
ing shoots will grow. In 
spring, you can again cut 


the sideshoots back to 
two or three buds from 
the main stem and tie in 
any further upright shoots 
which have developed. 

Shrub roses can be 
trimmed back so the 
longer stems aren’t dam¬ 
aged by windrock to get 
the bushes into a good 
shape. You’ll get just 
as good a show of roses 
whether you cut off the 
top of the bush using a 
hedge trimmer or prune 
in the traditional way, 
removing individual 
stems. Remove damaged 
and diseased leaves and 
faded flowers, but don’t 
deadhead roses which 
are going to produce 
hips, to add colour to 
the winter garden. If 
you grow tall, unstaked 
roses in a windy spot, it’s 
advisable to cut back the 
shoots by a quarter to a 
third to stop windrock 
loosening the roots in the 
soil. Other roses can be 
left until late winter or 
early spring, cutting out 
the dead and damaged 
wood before pruning the 
stems you want to keep 
by two thirds. Look out 
for suckers at the base of 
the plants and pull them 
away from the parent 
plant rather than cutting 
them off, which may 
leave dormant buds at the 
base of the shoot. 


Cosmology Corner 

Sir Edmund Halley’s 
Great Prediction 


I HAVE found 
inspiration for 
many of these fea¬ 
tures in the birth 
anniversaries of 
some of the world’s 
greatest scientists. 

Bom in London on 
November 8 in 1656, 
Edmund Halley was 
a contemporary and 
friend and colleague of 
Sir Isaac Newton. He 
contributed to Newton’s 
development of his 
theory of gravity which 
demonstrated that we live 
on a planet which orbits 
the Sun, founding the 
modern era of science. In 
Halley’s time, although 
comets were a known 
occasional phenomenon 
visible in the night sky, 
they were thought of as 
passing just once through 
our solar system on para¬ 
bolic orbits which would 
fling them away from the 
solar system once they 
had passed round the 
Sun. No-one dreamed 
that some of them might 
be returning over and 
over. In his book, Halley 
described the parabolic 
orbits of 24 comets that 
had been observed from 
1337 to 1698. Using 
Newton’s theory of grav¬ 
itation, however, Halley 
found that the three 


historic comets of 1531, 
1607 and 1682 had such 
remarkable similarities 
in their orbits that they 
were likely successive 
returns of the same celes¬ 
tial visitor. Noting that 
the periods separating 
the appearances of these 
three comets were both 
between 75 and 76 years, 
Halley had his own 
‘eureka’ moment and 
made a leap: he claimed 
that these supposedly 
three comets must in fact 
be a single comet, not on 
a parabolic orbit - but on 
an elliptical orbit which 
returns periodically every 
76 years. He then made 
the stunning prediction 
that the comet would 
return, saying: “Hence I 
dare venture to foretell, 
that it will return again in 
the year 1758.” 

In 1720 Halley was 
appointed the second 
Astronomer Royal, suc¬ 
ceeding John Flamsteed 
who he met while at 
Oxford. Regrettably, 
Halley did not live to see 
his prediction verified, 
but 16 years after his 
death, right on schedule 
in 1758, the comet which 
now famously bears his 
name did indeed return. 
The scientific world, and 
the public, were amazed. 
During its last appearance 


in Earth’s skies in 1986, 
thanks to the predictabil¬ 
ity of its orbit Halley’s 
comet was met in space 
by a fleet of spacecraft 
which provided the first 
observational data on 
the structure of a comet 
nucleus and the mechan¬ 
ics of the coma and tail 
formation. We now know 
that comets are small icy, 
solar system bodies in 
highly elliptical orbits 
that, when passing close 
to the Sun, warm and 
begin to release gases 
which produce a visible 
atmosphere, or coma, 
and sometimes also a 
tail. Their cores range 
from a few hundred 
metres in diameter to 
tens of kilometres across 
and are composed of a 
loose collection of ice, 
dust and rocky particles, 
commonly described as 
‘a dirty snowball’. Their 
tails may stretch up to 
a hundred million miles 
across the night sky. 

For those of us who 
may still be around, 
Halley’s comet will be 
back in our skies during 
2061.

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Tony Yates takes Kia’s XCeed car for a spin 

Here’s what he made of the motor 


FOR me, the XCeed is one 
of the most comprehensively 
equipped models in the Ceed 
family. 

The new XCeed has an extensive 
package of comfort, convenience, con¬ 
nectivity and safety, which is why I 
like it so much. 

This car makes a statement about the 
person you are. It also makes you feel 
happy when you drive it, and it makes 
you feel happy when you remember 
you have the assurance of the Kia 
brand right by your side. 

Power and Efficiency: 

THE XCeed I had on test was powered 
by a 998cc 3 cylinder petrol engine 
that develops 118bhp and 172 Nm of 
torque, which I have to say feels lively 
and is more than happy to blast down 
the motorway or rumble around on the 
urban towns. 

Actually, the XCeed exceeded all 
my expectations when it came to help¬ 
ing me save fuel and make my normal 
boring school run just that little bit 
easier. The XCeed also achieved 50 
mpg on the combined cycle which was 
quite impressive. 

Maximum speed also comes in at 
aroundl 15mph, followed by a 0-62 
time of 10.9s. 

On the road: 

I EXPECTED it to be good, and I 
wasn’t disappointed. 

The ride height is just about right, 
as is the suspension setup. Kia always 
seems to get it just about right most of 
the time and, I felt the ride quality in 
the XCeed was everything I wanted 


it to be. 

Now, for some, they might consider 
the ride to be a little on the ‘firm’ 
side - but to me, it felt sturdy and 
poised. No dramas to talk about, just a 
fantastic amount of grip in and out of 
every comer. 

Plus if you go in a little heavy, you 
can be assured the XCeed will keep 
you firmly planted to the tarmac ahead. 

Design and Technology 
ON the inside, the interior is very 
good, and all the dials are easy to read. 

Plus all the vehicle controls are well 
set out. 

The seats are comfy and there was 
a nice finish to the interior. It’s not 
perfect in some areas, but show me 
a car that gets everything right, and I 
will quit writing altogether. I actually 
don’t care if the plastic is a little rough 
to the touch - because for me it’s about 
the package as a whole and what the 
XCeed can offer the modem driver. 

Plus, you do get some pretty decent 
equipment such as; cmise control with 
speed limiter, air conditioning, alarm 
system, electric windows all-round, 
keyless entry, automatic headlight con¬ 
trol, LED bi-function projection head¬ 
lights, LED daytime running lights, 
DAB radio, Bluetooth and an 8” audio 
display touchscreen system offering 
Android Auto and Apple CarPlay. 

Vehicle Stability Management. 
THIS aids stability when braking 
and cornering by controlling the car’s 
Electronic Stability Control if it detects 
a loss of traction. 

Then there are six airbags, Land 
Keeping Assist, High Beam Assist, 



Hill Start Assist Control and Forward Collision- 
Avoidance Assist all included as standard. 

To sum up: 

I’M going to give the Kia XCeed four stars in this 
test, not only because I like how it looks on the 
outside, but also because Kia gives you big smiles 
for very little money.

Labuschagne signs two-year deal 
with Glamorgan 


GLAMORGAN 
Cricket are delighted to 
announce the signing of 
star all-rounder Marnus 
Labuschagne as our over¬ 
seas player for the 2020 
and 2021 seasons. 

Fabuschagne signed as the 
Welsh county’s overseas player 
for the first-half of the 2019 sea¬ 
son and became the first player 
in domestic cricket to reach 1,000 
County Championship runs. 

The 2 5-year-old racked up 1,114 
runs in the County Championship 
in just 18 innings at an average 
above 65, and took 19 wickets 


with his leg-spin. 

He struck five centuries during 
the campaign, including a career- 
best 182 against Sussex and 
recorded twin centuries against 
Worcestershire, becoming the first 
Glamorgan player since 2005 to 
do so. 

His form for Glamorgan and 
widely regarded talent earned 
him a call-up to the Australian 
Ashes squad and he made history 
at Ford’s by becoming the first 
ever concussion substitute in Test 
match cricket. 

He reeled off four successive 
half-centuries in the series and 
finished as one of the standout 


players on both sides. 

Despite only completing seven 
innings, he was Australia’s second 
highest run scorer with 353 runs at 
an average above 50. 

Director of cricket, Mark 
Wallace, said: “To have Mamus 
sign for two years is great news 
for everyone associated with 
the club. He showed during the 
county season and Ashes what a 
fantastic player he is, and will sig¬ 
nificantly strengthen our batting 
and bowling departments across 
all three formats.”

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It’s deja vu all over again as 
Athletic lose out to Treorchy 


IT was deja vu 
as for the second 
successive season, 
the second-placed 
Division One
